REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims of the 
instant application are free of the prior art, fully enabled, and ready for allowance. 

Independent claims 8 and 15 recite a method for control of nematodes and a method for 
the protection of plants from attack by nematodes using a nematicidal cyanomethyl alkyl 
trithiocarbonates. The dependant claims recite the preferred substituents for R and the list of 
species of nematodes (Meloidogyne, Heterodera, Globodera). 

The closest prior arts disclosed below do not teach a method for control of nematodes and 
a method for the protection of plants from attack by nematodes using a nematicidal cyanomethyl 
alkyl trithiocarbonates. 

US Patent No. 3,180,790 discloses the use of alkyl trithiocarbonates as nematocides but 
do not disclose cyanomethyl alkyl trithiocarbonates. The modification from an alkyl 
trithiocarbonates to cyanomethyl alkyl trithiocarbonates is not an obvious modification. 

US Patent No. 4,215,140 discloses cyanomethyl alkyl trithiocarbonates as insecticides in 
particular against Diptera. 

US Patent No. 4,197,311 discloses cyanomethyl alkyl trithiocarbonates and cyanomethyl 
benzyl trithiocarbonates as ovicidal agents for controlling insects and acarina. 

Based on the above disclosures the use of the cyanomethyl alkyl trithiocarbonates mainly 
focused on insects which are from the phylum Arthropoda. However, nematodes are from the 
phylum Nematoda which are completely different in the evolutionary hierarchy from insects. 
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Hence, the use of a composition as an insecticide is not suggestive of the use of the same 

composition as a nematicide.
